I did not meet Mr. Cleveland un- 
til after tlie expiration of his term. 
My term in Congress ended when 
liiH first Presidential term l>c>yr»in, 

and I loft the Capital the sime day. 
Blaine's defeat was a great dis- 
appointment, and I presume I was 
as narrow and as bitter as the aver- 
age polifieian and took myself off 
homo to rub my sore spots. Daring 
the first year of Mr. Cleveland's 
Administration I was Republican 

candidate for Governor in my own 

State, and of course (lie whole 
power of the Administration was 
brought to bear against me. It 
was during this campaign that I 
first held eommunieation with 
young Roosevelt. One day I 
received a kind note, in mourning, 
writ Ion from (.'enter Moriches, 

signed Theodore Roosevelt, express- 
ing interest in my Campaign, and 
the hope that I might be elected. 
The mourning was for the first Mrs. 
Roosevelt, and the writer was only 

about twenty-nine years of age. 1 
was defeated for Governor by the 

returns and removed to New fork. 
Mr. Cleveland also came to New 
York after the expiration (»( his 
first term, ami it was here I first 
met him.it some public function. 
I remember his saying; "Why, 1 

knew all the other Wises," naming 

each. " How is it I novel met you 

before?" To which 1 laughingly re 
plied: " Mr. President, I did not 
have anything you wanted and you 
did not have anything I could get, 
so 1 kept away from you." Oh!" 
said ho good uaturedly. " You are 

the bad one, nreyoir I know yon 

now." 

I liked Mr. Cleveland from the 
first and he has proved himself my 

friend in many ways. Although I 

never voted for him, I have a great 

respect and regard for him, and be- 
lieve thai he made a good President. 

I do not mean by tha' to indorse 

his political views, but I regard bim 

as a sound, conservative statesman, 
whose chief fault, in the eyes of his 
followers, was thai he was better 
than his parly. 

Kill I do nol intend to discuss his 

politics. My purpose is simply to 
portray the man as I have known 

him, and to convey some idea of his 

personal Characteristics. The first 

time I was ever thrown with him 
more 01 less intimately was at a 
famous dinner given by the late 
John Russell Young to a number of 

his friends. Mr. Young was a lov- 
able man, and had warm friends 
in all parlies. The group of penile 
he assembled on the occasion now 

described was quite remarkable. 

I remember that General Sherman, 

Mi. Cleveland, < 'liauneey I )cpew, 

Mr. John W. Maokay, General 

Roger A. Pyror, Tom Ochiltree, 
and many others were piesenl. 
They were all people who at one 
lime' or another in fheii public car- 
., had loll the uencrous friend 
ship of Yoiinu and become attached 
to him. It was a regular love 
Mt, and we had a good time, 
(tin common love of held sports 
brought Mr. Cleveland and myself 
together as we had never been 
before, and wo piomised each other 

that some day, when we could both 

Bud time we would go shooting to- 
gether. After that, whenever we 
met we were good friends, and once 
or twice I tried to induce the ex Pre 
sidenf to go on shooting trips will) 
me, but something always prevented 

out going. Finally, the Presiden- 
tial election of 1898 came around, 

and Cleveland turned the tables 
upon President Harrison and de- 
feated him. I supported Harrison 
loyally and ardonlly, but with B 
felling of much greater respect and 
aril for Mr Cleveland than I 
had eyiUCed in prior campaigns 
for, differ as one may from him, no 
man who knows him can fail to 

realize that thai 'eat deal ol 

rugged simplicity and real manhood 
in Grover Cleveland. 
Now it so happened that when J 

lived in Virginia I formed a warm 
attachment for a deaf-mute, llo 

was a remarkable character in this, 

that notwithstanding his infirmity 
he was an arden! sportsman and a 

wonderful handler of dogs. He 
"Was very bright and very pertina- 
cious, lb- broke dogs with a whis- 
tle and by signs, and as he could 
not yell a! thein and confuse them 



as so many dog-breakers do, his 
pupils were singularly woll-brnkon. 
lie and 1 became sworn friends, and 
1 gave him many dogs to break. 
When we first met 1 wore .a tall silk 

hat, from which he began to refer 
to mo in all his sign language as 
" StbVe-pipe," and continued to 
call me that until he died, only 
Shortening the designation to 
"S P.," as mutes are wont to do. 
He taught me the sign language, 
and he also wrote a remarkable 
hand Very rapidly. He was a man 
of Unusual intelligence, interested 

in literature and politics. I do not 

think he had very definite political 
views, but if was sufficient for him 
to know that his friend, "S. P.," 
was a Republican to make him one 
also. The pool fellow, in answer 
to my comments upon his exoellent 
information, had always but one 
reply: He would shrug his shoul- 
ders and say: " What good does it 
do me? I cannot apply my know- 
ledge Then* is nothing for a deaf- 
mute to do. " 

After Harrison's election I aided 
in having him made postmaster at 
the little town where lie lived, and 
it was a veritable Godsend to him 
It was the position, above all others 
in the world, for which he was 
peculiarly titled. Re knew every 
patron of the office ; he was very 
methodical, sober, domestic, and 

always at his place. Accustomed 

to study every writing submitted 
to him, no instruction or icquire 

incut of the Department escaped 

him, and they told me at the Post- 
Office Department in Washington 
that his office was really a model in 
regard to reports, details and obser- 
vance of requirements. He was 
I he proudest creature I ever saw. 
Obtaining thai little .mice <«ml find- 
ing that his work in il was so satis- 
factory to his employers gave him 
a new joy in life, and made him no 
longer feel that there was no sphere 
of usefulness for him by reason of 
his Infirmity. His letters to me 

were voluminous, and filled with 

gratitude and renewed hope. 

Well, when Cleveland came back 
into power the Virginia Democratic 

Congressmen gave notice that " to 
the victors belonged the spoils." 

Poor old Turner (that was the 
mule's name) wrote me doleful lot 
tors, telling me the Democrats had 

their eye on his place and Intended 
to turn* him out, nol only because 

in. was a Republican, but because I 

had put him there. Re took il 
philosophically, but showed that be 
tell no hope. 1 tried to cheer him 
up, but di<l not know on what 

ground l could encourage bim. 

One cold evening in the winter of 

., after the Presidential elec- 
tion, but before Mr. Cleveland's 
inauguration, 1 found myself Stand 
ing at the Reotor Street station by 
the Bide of Mr- Cleveland. It was 
snowing and we were wailing for a 
train on the elevated road to take 
us to our homes. 1 had received 
that Very day a mournful letter 
from Turner. 

" Ah ! Mr. President," said I 

cheerily. "This is an unexpected 

pleasure unless you are so proud 
of your victory that you will nol 

speak to Republicans. 

" Hello, Wise!" said he in the 

most democratic fashion "Oh, 

no, I'm not so proud. I think you 

be regarded as no longer 

dangerous " 

The train came up and we took 
seats side bv side. 1 said something 
pleasant of a personal nature, and 
we soon began to talk about shoot- 
ing. He said il would bo a line day 

lor brant shooting* 
"Mr. President," said I, "if any 

one had told mo 1 would DC holding 
Up my plate for soup to you some 

day, I think I would hav SOU led 

it, but hero I am among tin* earliest 
wanting a favor." 

I then told him about the deaf- 
mule who was such a line dog- 
trainer. That interested him ; par- 
ticularly the way the man used his 
whistle and made signs with his 
hands. I then told him the story 
of his appointment and the pride he 

took in his post-offioe as I have told 
it above, He listened attentively 

and finally said : 

"Of course he ought not lo be 

turned out If it was you of course 

you'd have to go. Hut robbing a 
poor devil like thai of the only thing 
he is lit lor would not be politics, 

but jusi petty meanness. I cannot 
remember things like this, but when 
1 name my Post master-! ionoral you

So Mr. Cleveland and I parted at 
his station battel friends than ever. 

Soon after he was inaugurated 
and his Cabinet had been announc- 
ed, 1, being in Washington, called 
upon Mr. Bissoll, his Postmaster-

the case of J. Marshall Turner, 
postmaster at Walkerton, Virginia, 
and my desire to have him retained, 
lie Interrupted me by saying: 

" Didn't you say something about 
this to the President? " 

"Yes, I did, " I replied; *« but il 
was a long time ago and I had no 
idea he remembered it. " 

" Well, I do not think he remem- 
bered the details, but he (old me 
that if Wise came to sec me I must 
help him. And this is the case, is 
it — you and Mr. Cleveland and the 
dog-breaker? Go and see Maxwell, 
Fourth Assistant. He'll help you." 

So I went to Maxwell, a Now 
Yorker and good fellow. 

" I'll help you,"sai I he. " I'll 
just, lose the papers, and it will be 
a long lime, I promise you, before 
anybody finds them. " 

Thanking him, and feeling sure, 
from knowledge of how such things 
are done, that it would be a long 
lime before they turned Turner out, 
I wrote him lo be of good cheer. 
H(> thought I was a magician. 

fully twelve months went by and 
I heard no more of Turner, by 
which I knew he was still in otbeo. 

One day, just as I was preparing 

to go to Washington on other busi- 
ness, I received a telegraphic wail:

Turner 
died in office long after McKinley's 
election, and I had fold hint lo hang 
Grover Cleveland's ami McKinley's 
pictures side by side. He always 
had nicknames for his favorites. 
His name for Mr. Cleveland was 
"Old Durham." He said be looked 
like .John H. Davis' (a neighbor of 
his) Durham bull, which he admir- 
ed greatly. In time, the President's 
abbreviated name in all our cor- 
respondence became "O. D.," just 
as mine was "S. P." 

Another year passed by and I 

heard no more of Turner and his 

Office. Due day, on the cars, 
Holmes Conrad, a Democrat, met 

Re was an office-holder under 

Cleveland in Washington. 

" Hook here," said he, "what sort 
of a pull is this vou have with the 
•old man'?" 

" Pull? Old man?" said 1, for 1 
was not thinking of the subject.

Curious to hear more. I probed 
him, and he told me: 

" Harry Tucker says that, some

House in a body to see the Presi- 
dent about a post-office concerning 
which he considered himself badly 
treated. So on a certain morning 
they assembled and demonstrated in 
force. They were all there and 
Jones was to be spokesman. Old 
Grover seemed to be in a very good 
humor. ' Well, gentlemen, what 
can 1 do for you?' said he, smiling. 
'Mr. President,' began Jones, 'we 
have come to see you about a mat 
tor in which I think 1 have been 
badly treated. H is concerning the 
Office at Walkerton.' As be 
Ottered the word Walkerton the 
President's Whole manner changed. 
Ib> looked at Jones and said sharp- 
ly: ' What's the name of the post- 
master?' ' Turner,' was the reply. 
' Is he deaf and dumb?' inquired 
the President ' Yes ' 'And you 
want 10 turn him out?' ' \ 



' Well, that ends it! I wou't do il. 
There are two thousand poet- offices 
in Virginia. You may have nine- 
teen hundred and ninety-nine of 
them. This one is mine. That 
man is deaf and dumb — and he 
breaks John Wise's dogs! Turn- 
ing him out would be as mean as 
striking a woman. I will not do if. 
Hood-day, gentlemen.' And he 
turned on his heel and walked 
away, leaving them utterly dum- 
foundod." 

One night, years afterward, I told 
the story in a party at which Mr. 
Cleveland was present', and he 
laughed his jolly, shaking laugh, 
commenting at its conclusion : 
" Those fellows made as big a row 
over that little postmastership as it 
it had been First Auditor of the 
Treasury." 

Since the retirement of Cleveland 
from office 1 have soon much more 
of bim than ever before, and I have 
always found him a congenial com- 
panion and kind friend. In order 
to appreciate him one must have 
been with him as I have been. On 
two occasions he has honored me by 
visits to a little shooting and fishing 
place in Virginia. First of all, be 
is a thorough sportsman. I have 
seen his patience tried both as 
fisherman and a gunner, and in this 
quality he is perfect. He has had 
as good wild-fowl shooting as any 
man in the United States, yet I 
have known him to sit, on a calm, 
sunshiny day, in a duck blind, for 
ten consecutive hours, with nothing 
but a simple luncheon to break his 
fast, and nothing but, whistlers and 
huftlo-heads coming in to his d, 
and then lie has come home, it night 
with nothing but a dozen "trash" 
ducks as the gunners call them, yet 
as content and uncomplaining 
he had enjoyed real sport. Then, 
on a fishing excursion, I have 
him wheu the boat went aground ; 



when the bait gave out ; when the 
oil in the steam launch became 
exhausted and wo were delay 
ed several hours ; when we were 
caught in a summer squall ; in all 
SOrta of trying and worrying predi- 
caments ; and no man in the party 
took his "streak of lean along with 
his streak of fat" more stoically or 

more complacently than Mr Cleve- 
land. 

On one of our excursions .! 
little follow from the neighborhood 
was of the party. He had good 
dogs and had joined us to aid in 
giving the ex President good sport. 
He was the very apposite of Mr. 
Cleveland in physique. 'The two 
conceived a great fancy fo* each 
other, and as Mr. Cleveland was 
particularly anxious to do some 
quail shooting they sallied forth to- 
gether, presenting a most amusing 
sight as the big ex-President walked 
along with a companion at his 
side looking like his little boy. Hut 
the birds had been badly shot off, 
and the ex-President was not a first 
class pedestrian, so 1 think they hail 
but indifferent sport. 

'To my surprise, 1 found that Mr 
Cleveland ate very moderately and 
was abstemious in the use of liquors 
In the latter respect lie has been 
grossly misrepresented. He shone 
best in the evening gatherings 
when the cigars were lit and merry 
conversation went around. He is 
one of those met) who loves com- 
panionship, and seems lo inspire 
good-fellowship without at any time 
taking an active part in the conver- 
sation himself. What he most en 

joyed wes a game of aotibbage with 

his devoted friend. Commodore 
Benedict, while the others of us 
kept up a running fire ol anecdote 
anil reminiscence. He seems to 
possess the faculty of paying at ten 
Hon to his game and at the same 
time enjoying to the full the conver- 
sation about him. I think I n. 
saw any man who delighted as he 
does in negro dialect stones, and 
I bad one story about the burial of 
Corporal Hilly Gilliam which Mr. 
Cleveland has made me repeat to 
him 1 think a dozen times. I can 
see him now, in fancy, with his eves 
shut until they were like mere slits 
in his face, his expressive mouth 
puckered in laughprovoking merri- 
ment, and his body shaking all i 
as 1 told him about the band bury- 
ing Hilly to the tune Of " Hop Fight, 
Ladies." 

There is, too, a tnd most 

attractive side to the dent. 

In our strolls aboul the beautiful 
Cape we sometimes talked of the 

difficulties of the Presidential 



office. 1 recall one evening when 
we were out walking alone. He 
was interested in some of the farm 
work and we had been to inspect it. 
'The sun had set across the beau- 
tiful Chesapeake, which lies to 
westward, and wo strolled along in 
the brilliant afterglow. He enjoy- 
ed the sight of the water and the 
great pines and the light of the 
gloaming. Suddenly he said: 

" I ought to have a monument 
over me when I die." 

" I am sure of that, Mr. Clov ■ 
land," 1 answered; "but for what 
particular service 

"Oh, not for anything I have 
ever done," said he, "but for the 
foolishness 1 have put a stop to! 
If you knew the absurd thin 
proposed lo me at various tin 
while I have been in public life — 
tilings which I sal down on, and 
sat down hard on — you would say 
so, too!" 

I knew full well that what he said 
was true, and although I need not 
cuter into any details, this country 

- owe Mr. Cleveland an e\ 
lasting debt of gratitude for having 
driven what President Harrison de- 
BOlbed as a "wild team" safely to 
the end of his journey. 

I observed in Mr. Cleveland an 
Inexpressible tenderness for his 
family. He frequently talked in 
the sweetest way of his wife and 
children. 'The political world has 
never dealt kindly with Mr. Clei 
land. The pi ess has seemed at times 
to delight in circulating rumors 
ami aspersions about his family 
relations. No doubt at times Mr. 
Cleveland has been brusque and 
peremptory rude, if vou like the 
term better — with certain people; 
but that gave them no excuse for 
lying about him and invading I

The end of a life replete with l>e- 
nefit tp his fellow-men has come. 
He who well deserved the title of 
the Grand Old Man of the deaf 
people of Minnesota, has passed to 
the reward which awaits such a life 
and character as his. 

While the dread summons could 
not be said to be unexpected by Dr. 
Noyes's family and friends, in view 
of the physical condition in which 
tie had been for some time, and of 
his advanced age, yet none of us 
were prepared for the suddenness 
Of the call, which came without 
the least warning of its nearness. 

During the few days preceding, 
Dr. Noyes had given no indication 
of any increase in weakness. Ib- 
went about his usual occupations. 
Friday evening, he attended the 
sociable of the Congregational 
Church, as was his custom. Sun- 
day morning he attended church 
services. Monday morning he went 
down to the post office at the usual 
time. He ate dinner as usual, and 
Mrs. Noyes and Mrs. Smith noted 
nothing unusual, except that he 
did seem to be a little brighter than 
ordinary. After dinner, Mrs. 
Noyes and Mis. Smith were called 
down town on business. Dr. Noyes 
went out to attended to a little work 
on the lawn. It is su ppo s e d that, 
feeling tired, he went into the laun- 
dry and sat down to rest. A while 
after, the girl who does the house- 
work saw him there and spoke to 
him. Receiving no reply, she saw 
that something was wrong, and call- 
ed for assistance. But assistance 
was of ne avail, for life bad ceased. 
The doctor said that the immediate 
cause of death was heart failure, 
and that the end came without 
struggle or suffering. 

When the body was taken up- 
stairs, instead of being carried to 
Dr. Noyes's bedroom, it was taken 
into the library and placed upon 
the leather couch which was a gift 
from the deaf of the State when he 
retired from the superin tendency. 
On this couch Dr. Noyes was ac 
customed to r.ake his afternoon 
rest, and it was fitting that he 
should rest upon it once more 
before being borne to his final rest- 
ing place. 

When the sad news became 
known, the flags were placed al 
half mast on the three State 
institutions which Dr. Noyes had 
'lone so much to build up. And 
all over town, among the many who 
had known and honored the de- 
ceased during his life of nearly 
forty years in Faribault, both word 
and look gave expression to the 

The funeral svrvices were held at 
the home, Wednesday afternoon at 
two o'clock. They were conducted 
by Rev J. If Albert, paster of Di. 
Noyes's church. Thev were simple, 

yet beautiful, well befitting the 
character of the de cease d.

Our boys went to College Park 



expecting a rough game, and were 



not "agreeably disappointed" in 
that respect. After the first few 
minutes of play, the Farmers began 
to rough it whenever they were 
hard pressed. Add to this Capt. 
Mikesell was so unfortunate as to 
consent to Mr. Neilsen as umpire, 
before he learned that Neilsen was 
the Aggies' coach. 

Throughout the entire second 
half, in spite of the protests of 
Mikesell and Referee Wefers, Neil 
sen persisted in coaching his men 
in every play from his position as 
umpire. 

Neilsen, of course, favored his 
own men in the decisions, and 
twice when Gallaudct secured the 
ball on fumbles he gave it back to

These odds were what enabled 
the Aggies to roll up a higher score 
than Georgetown, a far stronger 
team, was able to do.

I'li« dlallaudel Memorial. 

It is proponed to create a memoi ial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Uallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
liuilding for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Chinch 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-uve feet buck from the 
line of the street to permit the erec 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallamlel 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the ohurch 
with whioh his name has always 
been associated. This was not per 
milted, ami it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The now building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty live feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a baMOieOt, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of Now York. The 
amount required for "The (iallau- 
det Memorial I'arish Building" will 
be about $30,000, arid the building 
Itself, in its position ami purpo.se, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent people*. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
